2. The drawings are objected to because numeral is not in Fig. 4. There are two 
numerals 1 instead. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are 
required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application.

3. Claims 1 and 2 are objected to because of the following informalities: 

1. MK. 2 does not mean anything in a claim's preamble and does not carry any 
patentable weight. 

2. Quotation marks are improper in a claim and should be deleted. 

3. Claim 1 . line 12, the phrase "may be" is indefinite. 

4. Claim 2, line 2, the phrase "as shown in the drawings" is improper in a claim 
because any claimed subject matter must be recited clearly and precisely to be 
considered for patentability, not the drawings. 

5. "the component" in claim 1 , lines 4 and 7 lack antecedent basis and is not 
defined in the specific embodiment section. It is not clear whether it refers to rigidity 
layers 3 and 4. The applicant is reminded that claim language must be consistent with 
the language stated in the specification to avoid confusion. 

6. Claim 2, line 12. "approx." is improper and should be spelled out since a period 
can only be at the end of a claim. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

4. The claims are allowable over the prior art for at least the reason that the prior art 
fails to reasonably teach or suggest in claim 1 that two tension fixings, one of which is 
immediately behind the trailing edge of he upper and lower moment plates which 
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passes through both the upper and lower grip layers, and through all other layers and 
which is adjustable to alter the tension in the upper and lower grip layers to enhance the 
opening of the upper and lower halves of he plectrum at the blade end as set forth in the 
claimed combination.
